It has been too 
well and too often proved that ships can 
be crushed in the ice and that sledge 
parties can only advance at the rato of a 
mile per day over the vary rough ice, 
whereas balloons arc ' not liable to ice- 
crushing, and tin easy advance to the pole 
can be made at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour without hardship or suffering, and 
as to temperature, work can be carried on 
in the balloon-cars with our coats off to 
keep us cool.

On the soil of Kansas to-day is 
being fought the battle of prohibition for 
the nation. The rum power knows that 
success of the temperance cause here will 
be the entering wedge that will end in 
the overthrow of the rum traffic through- 
out the entire country 
hence the whole 


power of the whiskey ring is concentrated 
in our State to defeat as far as possible 
our constitutional amendment and pro- 
hibitory law, made in pursuance thereof, 
and to that end large sums of money are 
being corruptly used for our overthrow. 


We have but little difficulty in enforc- 


ing our law throughout the greater por- 
tion of the State, yet there are a few 
cities like Atchison, Leavenvvorth, Tope- 
ka, the local governments of which are in 
the hands of the rum power, where the 
law is openly and defiantly trampled un- 
der foot. 
The cause of prohibition is 


growing stronger with our people every- 
day, ojid I am of the opinion that any 
proposition submitted to them to return 
to the old system of licensing dram shops 
would be defeated by a majority of from 
fifty to seventy-five thousand. The earn- 
est canvass now being made for constitu- 
tional prohibition in Nebraska, 
Iowa, 


Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan 
and Missouri, as well as a number of the 
Southern States, we hope before long will 
have the effect to force the rum power to 
turn his attention to other localities, and 
thus hasten the final absolute and perfect 
triumph of our cause here. 
The execu- 


tive committee of the Kansas State Tem- 
perance Union is using the greatest econ- 
omy in the expenditure of funds donated 
by friends to aid the good work. 


We arc preparirrg for a campaign dur- 


ing the coming year that we hope will 
fotever bury the rum power beyond the 
hope of resurrection.
